Theuduro Davit' Lipencd the casu 
lor the plaintiffs, and stated tliut tho 
action waa for the rccovury of damages 
occasioned to the plaintiffs by the strand- 
ing of their ship tho Thrasher in July las: 
whilst being I owed from Nanainio towards 
Royal IJnaii.i, tho result of which had been 
the eniiro hiss of the ship and her cargo. 
The plaintill's are shipowners residing at 
Bath, Maine, and have ships trading in 
<i.ll parta of the world, the Thrasher one of 
the finest amongst them. Capt. Bosworth, 
the master, was partly interested, having 
purchased his share for 5;lO,200, §5000 of 
which he had paid down and the remain- 
der was secured by mortgage of his inter- 
est, and an insurance of 85000 effected to 
cover it. This was iho only insurance on 
tho ship. Thc shiu in tho early part of 
1880 arrived at San Francisco from tho 
East with a cargo, and from San Francisco 
cleared for British Columbia for a cargo 
of coal. Arrived on 21st May in Ruyal 
Roads, and Capt. Bosworth came ashore 
for a tug and engaged with Saunders for 
a tug to tow him to Nanainio and, when 
loaded, back for $(300. When asked by 
Bosworth whether ho should take a [lilot 
Saunders said that such was not tho cus- 
tom, but in event uf bad weather and 
breaking loose ho had better take one. 
The vessel was safely towed to Nanaimo, 
and by about 12th July had fini.shed load- 
ing. Communications tiicn took place 
between tho • --itain and Saunders which 
resulted in tholCtta White being sent up 
to tow the Thraslier iLiivn. Bosworthob- 
jected to being towed by her expecting 
that the .-\lu.\anilur wuukl be si.-nt fortliat 
purpose; but tinding tho Alexander would 
not bo forthcoming refused to be towed 
by the Etta Wliito alone. After 21 liours 
the Beaver arrived and she and tho Etta 
White between them towod the Thrasher; 
tho ship drew 2-t feet of water and iiad a 
cargo of about 2500 tons of coal. No 
pilot was taken by Boswortli as tho wea- 
tlter was fine and he knew that at 
least ono of the captains of the tugs, Capt. 
Christensen, was a licensed pilut, and in 
fact when ofiercd the services of a pilot he 
had declined them, stating that he had 
two tugs. Christensen was a jiilot for 
British Columbia waters and held a corti- 
iioato as such. Tho weather at the time, 
the middle of summer, was remarkably 
fine, sky clouldloss, and not a breath of 
wind, and under these auspices the tow- 
ing was continued. .-V re(,'ular watch was 
set on the ship. What tran.siiirod on tho 
tugs was not as yet known, except that 
Capt. Christensen turned in and was in 
bed when the accident happened, and the 
compaasoa of both boats were a point to a 
point and a half out, which meant that in 
the course of 8 or lOmilestherewouldbe a 
variation of about 2 miles between tho 
supposed and real siLuaticm. Captain 
Smith also states that when ho thought 
he was going six miles an hour ho was 
going only five whereas from taking bear- 
ings or using other precautions ho could 
have ascertained to the 16th part of an 
mile how fast ho was travelling. Those 
facts had been gatliorod frmn an emiuiry 
held at Nanaimo by the Receiver of 
wrecks, Mr. Peck, at which the masters 
of the tugs and all parties were examined 
relative to tho "Thrasher" Inss. Counsel 
then described the sudden .slraiidiiig of 
tho ship on (jabriola roof at about 10 
o'clock while the weather continued as at 
starting audstated that evidence would be 
given to show that the tugs wore more 
than a mile out of thoir eotirse hujgging 
the shore, and tliat Capt. Smith's only 
excuse was that ho had travelled a mile 
and a half further tlian ho thought. Au- 
thorities were then referred to under 
which it was contended that in the ahsonce 
of directions from tho ship as to the | 
course tho selection of tho .anie lay with j 
the- tugs and they are bound to tow the 
ship in a safe course and responsible in | 
damages if they do not.

resulted in the entire loss of the ship to 
the plaintiffs of §«0,000 or §100,000 for 
which tho action w;i3 brought. That 
whilst on tho ono hand the law required 
tho party causing the injury to make re- 
paration to tho party injured, yet on tho 
other, in view of tho necessity of employ- 
ing persons who must occasionally prove 
; incompetent, it limited tho amount re 
, covorable to a nuich less sum than the 
j actual injury sustained, and that limit 
I was £8 per ton upon the registered ton- 

I nago of tho vessel causing the injury. The 
' gross tonnage of the Etta White and 

Beaver in this ease was about 200 tons so 
that tho limit of thair responsibility was 
about 88,000. Coiinael concluded by 
stating that since 1800 ui>wards of 200 
instances of maritime diaastora had oc- 
curred in B. C. the causes of tow of which 
had been ascertained. ]{eforring to the ab- 
sence of the pkintifls to their confidence 
that no prejudice or partiality would ex- 
ist in tho minds of tiie jurymen to pre- 
vent their affording tho injured parties 
fair play; and to tho nece-s.sity of infusing 
in tho mind.s of foreign ship-owners tho 
assurance tl -t coinpotout mariners aro to 
bo found hore and that when any dere- 
liction in duty cau.sos damage to their in- 
terests and propertv tho Courts of thu 
country will see their rights promptly 
vindicated. 

Capt. Davis, before being sworn, asked 
for his e.xponsea previous to giving evi- 
dence as his ship was detained in Royal 
Roads at a considerable loss. 
iisieVrto'MT^ ilti{;yL'/Jfli°"i(! ol'puirios.'-' imi 
witness must give evidence in this case 
now he was in court. Any question of 
dam.iges that might be incurred must bo 
settled hereafter. 

Tho witness was then sworn— Was 
master of the barqtie Henry Buck; was so 
in 1880; the Boaver towed his vessel to 
Nanaimo in that year; remembered the 
ship Thra-sher being towed out of Nanaimo 
by tho tugs Beaver and Etta White; tho 
weather was fine; ho thought it was nearly 
full moon; preainned Capt. I'n.sworth was 
an experienced navigator ; the Henry 
Buck was tiiwod down by the Beaver; did 
not take a pilot; presumed it was not 
usual to take a ])ilot; touched a rock him- 
self once in Baynes Sound. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake - Had boon 
aailitig on tho coast for soino years; ho was 
usually on the luokout when being towod; 
had confidence in the tug boats and gen- 
erally allowed them to take their own 
course. A contract for towing tho Henry 
Buck on tho occasion referred to was then 
put in as eviilence by tho defence in which 
it wa.s agreed tliat tho tug boat should as- 
sume no n'.spoiisibility witii regard to 
the course of the ship; il being a.s.sumed 
that she was in charge of a duly author- 
ized pilot or other officer. 

AiTKiiN'OON SirriNu. 
Capt. Deveroaux, sworn - Wils a mas- 
ter mariner; was acquainted with the 
Straits of Georgia and had been for several 
years. [Witness pointed out to tho jury 
the proper course for a vessel to pursue 
from Entrance Island past Gabriola reef 
and explained such course.] lie doubted 
a.s to whether thu captains of tho tugs fol- 
lowed the sailing directions; a strong ebb 
tide might have carried tho shi|j and 
steamers onto tho reef; if there had lioon 
a strong ebb tide the tugs shoukl have 
kept a point or two further away; th'ere 
is no ditiiculty in ascertaining the dis- 
tance from the reef at any time by taking 
cros.s bearings; had taken soundings all 
round the rock on which the Thrasher 
lies; soundings gradually descended to 

II fathoms in about 900 feet. [Witness 
here explained that a cable length 
is GOO feet, and that 10 cable lengths 
make a nautical mile.] There would 
bo from three to five fathoms about half a 
cable's length northward from where the 
ship now lies; would not bo prudent to 
tow a ship at night time on the view laid 
down; would not alter his course to tho 
eastward till a mile or two past the reef; 
there is a lithographic error on the chart, 
the reef extends about 600 feet further 
out; tho sailing instructions aro perfectly 
correct. 

Mr. Drake objected to tho witness ex- 
plaining this 'error as his triangulations 
were not produced in court. 

Witness explained the position of tho 
rocks on the Admiralty chart. The rock 
upon wliicli tho Thrasher is stranded is a 
good nautical mile from the course the 
ship should have taken; there is broken 
ground near the reefs tliat is not marked 
in the chart and it is necessary to give 
that a good berth; tho sailing direction 
would take a ship clear of tho reef a mile 
at least, niilcs.i a strong ebb tide should 
besotting in when that should be guard- 
ed against; thore is ono point in the gulf 
where tho three lights can bo seen, namely 
Port Atkinson, Fraser river and Entrance 
Island; the position of the Thrasher rock 
was genorally known to navigators; it 
would notbo safe to see tho beacon at night; 
there aro four or five acres of kolp where 
the Thrasher is stranded, and it would 
not be safe to amongst it unless with 
a vessel with light draft of water; this 
rock is a part of tho reef ; there are sev- 
eral passages amongst these rocks; tho 
incorrect positiori of the beacon on those 
rocks is genorally known. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake. - Saw 
that the beacon was out of place when he 
first went up in the Sir James Donglas in 
June, 1876; it is on the inside rock when 
it should bo on the outer rock; the Thrash- 
er lies 1250 yards from the beacon rock; 
the depth varies from 25 to 5fathom3,but 
full of rocks, in fact foul ground all about ; 
had been on Chain Island and also on a 
shoal in Burrard Inlet in a fog. [The wit- 
ness then laid down on the chart tho courses 
described in the sailing direction.] ^^ it- 
neas had been in charge of sailing ships 
with pilots in Other countries; if the 
weather should be thick ho would keep 
Entrance Island till out into the middle 
of tho gulf. 

To Mr. Poolcy— -V magnetic cnurse 
oast from Entrance Island would boa good 
course; was aware that a largo body of 
water comes down the Eraser but did not 
think it would influence tho water at Ga- 
briola reef. 

To tho Chief Justice — Would not have 
thought it a safe course half a mile from 
the rock; any eompetent seaman on cith- 
er of tho throe vessels must have known 
that ho was going into danger. 

Capt. Clemens, sworn — Was a [lilid, at 
Nanaimo; was master of the steamer Pil- 
ot in July, 1880; she was then running in 
combination with tho Beaver and Etta 
White to a certain extent- sometimes a 
pilot was taken and loifnotimes not; if 
compasses are right an eastern course is 
pursued by day and half a point iurther 
off at night; had scon water breaking over 
the Thrasher rock or near it before tho 
ship went on it; knew of tho dangers near 
the rock before the Thrasher struck ; there 
would bo no difficulty ni finding out the 
position of a vessel on a clear night by 
paying attention; would keep further ont 
with a vessel of heavy draft; there would 
bo no difficulty in ascertaining tho speed 
of a vessel if tho land could bo seen, or a 
log niiglit be heaved; would bes' clear of 



been inside and had taken the ship Chal- 
lenger through there ; there was no objection 
to his taking that course; this channel is 
about a quarter of a mile from the boa- 
con; first saw the Thrasher rock awash 
about three years ago; as a pilot would 
be in chargo of the ship and tug also; if a 
master of a tug would go where tho mast- 
er of a .ship wished him; the captain of 
the shii) in such a case would act as a 
pilot; had seen the Fniser water [uutty 
well uj) to tiic reef. 

To Mr. Davie— The masters of tu^' 
boats depend ir.ore on their local know° 
ledge than on charts. 

Capt. Rudlin, sworn — Had been in tho 
towing buninusa for five years before tak- 
Hig the Maude and Wilson G. Hunt; 
know there was a rock somewhere near 
whore tho Thrasher is stranded; would 
k-oop east half north in nassing Gabriola 
reef; this would take a vessel about a milo 
and a half clear of tho roof; with ordinary 
care there would be no danger in taking a 
ship of the Thrasher's size down the gulf; 
it waa genoriilly known to masters of tugs 
that tilo water round the Thrasher rock 
was dangerous; know that Capt. Christen- 
son was a licensed pilot; would nut alter 
his course unless it was a clear night till 
Fraser river light could bo seen; had 
towed insido tho roof but always by day; 
had mot tho Fraser river water at the 
Ballinac islands; a stranger might not 
hava known thore was danger when half a 
mile from the reef, but the masters of the 
tugs should have known it. 
" ''^fr. Drake -Eleven 

when in tow boats, if no (lilot then from 
tho captain of tho tow; had soon a mirage 
along the ahoro, it had a curious effect on 
the land; it throw it further oQ". 

To Mr. Pooloy — First saw a rock there 
iu would not swear it was tho same ; 
would not swear that he had ever seen 
tho Thrasher rock; had not seen a rock 
between tho Thrasher rock and the bea- 
con; did notrememborscjingfrosh watoraf 
the roof ;had seen it further north; thought 
tho rock was dry at this season of tho 
year and in winter; would not swear that 
he know tho Thrasher rock was there. 

To Mr. T. Davie — Had seen mirages 
and then gave the land a widor birtii; 
usually sailed by the chart aided by local 
knowledge. 

To tho Chiuf .lu.itice It is dithcult to 
get cross bearings during the night. 

T. E. Peck sworn — Was recoivor of 
wrecks at Ifanaitno in 1880; held an in- 
quiry into the loss of th« Thrasher in 
.August, a montli after tho wreck; lie took 
down the evidence of .several witnesses. 
Those were sulmiittcd as evidence, but 
were objected to by ecumsel l^r (ilaintiff. 
( )l)joction sustained. 

A note was made of it at tiie request nf 
Mr. Davie. 

Examination resumed— Knew tho rock 
upon which tho Thrasher struck; it was 
generally known to people about Nanai- 
mo; had never seen tho rock dry on which 
tho Thrasher is stranded; remember see- 
ing Hartley Young the following day when 
he went down ; soundings were taken; ho 
believed a report was in Capt. Bosworth's 



change in the direction die Etta White 
was taking. On cmeiPiieca.siiMi he said the 
Etta White changed her course three 
quarters of an hour before the ship struck 
and on another occasion ho said it was 
just before tho ship struck. 

Mr. Davie acknowledged that there was 
a discropeiicy hi this evidence but the jury 
would know what to make of it. He was 
bound to read it as tho counsel on th 
other side would refer to it. 

Court then adjourned till 10 o'clock 
Tuesday.

1 by Mr. Drake— Did m-t 
take any steps after reporting to tho mar- 
ine and'fiaheries; tho wreck was given up 
to witness a few days after the stranding 
and afterwards sold; about fSOO was made 
of tho ship and cargo; all tho ship's gear 
was sold; thought the whole of tho ship 
was on the rock. 

To Mr. Pooley It was about -t \). m. 
the following day whon ho went down to 
tho ship; the day aftei- he drank fresh 
water alongside the wreck; supposed it 
came from Fraser River; had never seen it 
before. 

Capt. Thos. Pamphlet, sworn — Was a 
master mariner; knew the reef upon 
which the Thra.siier lies .stranded; had 
known it for about 20 years; thought the 
Thrasher rock was a part of the reef ; liy 
steering a course from Cowichan Gap tho 
reef would bo cleared; steering a proper 
course from Entrance light would koop a 
vessel out of danger; on a clear night 
thore would bo no difficulty in ascertain- 
ing bearings; would have to be well out 
in the clianiiel before changing tho course 
to east south-oast; that course would not 
bo a propor one taken so near; did not 
see how tho second tug and tho ship could 
go a different course from tlie head boat. 

CrosB-e.xamineil by Mr. Drake — Not 
evoty master mariner has a certiCcate 
from tho board of trade ; h« had not got 
one; believed thore is an error in tho 
chart; thought the Thrasher was on the 
outer portion of tho roof ; had taken bear- 
ings for his own satisfaction; had soon 
three or four rocks bare at low water; 
came to the coinjlusioii that tho reef was 
wrong when on the Isabella several years 
ago; tho Thnisher lies about a quarter of 
a milo from tho beacon; did not go much 
on the fri/ri'/Zi', either h)cal or her Majes- 
ty's. 

Tho aflidavit uf Capt. Robert Bosworth, 
taken by cummi.ssion before Mr. Justice 
Gray, was then read by Mr. T. Davie. In 
this evidence tho witness desciibed the 
agreement with Mr. Saunders to tow 
his ship. Mr. Saunders said it was not 
nocossary to take a pilot; wanted tho 
Alexander, but that steamer not being 
E.vailable the Etta White was sent up, 
but witness objected to being towed; the 
Boavm- canio up in 2-1 hours after and 
both took hold of his ship; a detailed ac- 
count of the circtimstances of theaecidont 
was then given, flavo instructions to tho 
man at the wheel tn steer directly after 
the tugs; tho ship struck very hard and 
rose out of tho water considerably at tho 
bows; would not allow tho ship to be towod 
astern as she would have sunk in deep 
water; at high water tho stem of the ship 
was underwater; was of opinion whon ho 
returned on board after going to Nanai- 
mo that tho ship would be a total loss and 
ordered that all stores possible should bo 
saved; was in hopes that the ship might 
be saved by getting assistance from tho 
navy and elsewhere; work commenced 
about the 18th or 20th Julj'; divora went 
down, bi;t thoy could not tell much about 
the starboard bilge; tho first day's work 
was ineffectual; afterwards tho puinps 
wore Hubmerged and work was finally dis- 
continued and tho wreck sold; tho stores 
saved amounted to about #2400; the ship 
was worth fully §80,000. 

In cross-oxamination witness said he 
was not ac(iuainted with the coast; did not 
think it nocossary to take a pilot boca'iso 
two tugs were going to take him down and 
tho captains were experienced men; the 
ship drew 231 foot coming down; did not 
give any instructions to tho masters of the 
tug boats; the cheque for §600 was given 
back; kept sounding as often as possible 
aftoi tho ship got on the rock; was of 
opinion tho ship was irretrievably lost 
from the time she struck. 

Hnrmaii Larson's affidavit wa.H also 
read ; witness was at the wheel of the 
Thrasher at tho time shu struck; water 
continued to rise till tho stern was under 
water. 

Cross-oxamination elicited nothing of 
iiitorest except that ho was instructed to 
follow the stearaors. In re-oxamination 
the roef if out far enough to see" Fraser I witneaa stated that tho captain t9ld him 
riv«r light* \. not to much attention to tlie Beaver

Walker rs. The Bank of British North 
America. — Tho demurrer and motion for 
judgment lioreon camo on for argument 
before tne full court, Mr. Drake and M 
A. E. B. Davie appearing for the i)laintifr 
and Mr. Johnson and Mr. Bole for tho 
defendants. Mr. .ruhnson proposed to 
tako the ileimu ror first and tho court as- 
senting Mr. Bolo road tho counts demur- 
red to. The demurrer and jiointa intended 
to bo insisted on tho part of tho defend- 
ants on the argument of tho demurrer, aro: 

1. That the order of tho Supreme Court 
sotting aside tho decision of tho County 
Court judge asappears from tho factstated 
iji tlie declaration did not operate as a 
final termination of the proceedings in 
favor of tho plaintiff and tho general 
Sofen'mncd'Aoes not help the plaintiff. 

2. Timt tho Coiinty Court judge, as ap- 
pears from the facts stated, had no juris- 
diction to order the writ to be set aside 
and annulled and tho gonoral averment 
that he had so done and tho subsequent 
facts and averments do not holp the plain- 
tiff. Tho order was a nullity and neither 
it nor the subsequent facts stated opera- 
ted as a final termination of the proceed- 
ings in favor of the plaintiffs. 

3. That aa t" the 3rd, 4th, Gth aud Gth 
counts of tho declaration the proceedings 
taken by tho dofendants aro not stated to 
have lieeii false or unfounded, and unless 
falsi,' or unfounded aro not actionable. 

i. That as to tho 3rd, Ith, 5th and 0th 
counts of the declaration it appears from 
tho facts stated that the dofendant.i had 
reasonable and probable cause for the 
proceedings t.ikeii by them and therefore 
such proceedings aro not actionable. 

5. Tlial it appears from the facts stated 
in the declaration that the defendants in 
opposing the plaintiffs petition and appli- 
cation to set aside tho writ of attachment 
and causuig all creditors to prove thoir 
claims and support, the writ and appoal- 

I ing against adverse decisions wore merely 
assorting legal rights and the assertion of 
a legal right even though malicious is not 
actionable. 

6. That the proceedings complainud of 
w-ero civil proceedings and therefore not 
actionable even though malicious and with- 
out reasonable atid probable cause. The 
order of the Supreme Court of 27th Feb- 
ruary, ISHO, did not ojierato asa final ter- 
mination of tho proceedings. Judge Ball's 
order dismissed Walker's petition to sot 
aside the writ of attachment. Tlie order 
of tho Supremo Court simply set aside 
Ball's order, the effect of it therefore was 
that Walker's petition was not dismissed, 
but neither was it granteil. It needs no 
argument or authority to show that that 
was not a termination of the proceedings 
for tho writ of attachment was not set 
asidOi In fact, further proceedings were 
taken and AValker himself afterwards ap- 
plied to the County f'ourt judge to sot 
aside the attachment. Tho County Court 
judge had no jurisdiction to order the 
writ of attachment to be s'.'t aside on the 
8th May, 1S80, .md therefore such order 
was a nullity. (Attornoy-(jeueral m. Hot- j 
ham, 1. Toi-n. and Rubs. 219.) Under tho 
Insolvent .-^ct tho only power to sot 'aside 
a writ of attachment is upon petition un- 
der sec. 18. Tho judge is to hoar and 
determine tho petition conformably to tho 
evidence adduced before him, and his 
judgment subject to appeal is final and 
conclusive. Tho judge did hear the peti- 
tion for the (leclai-ation says that such 
proceedings were had upon it, that he dis- 
niis.sed it ; theri'fore, he became as re- 
gards that petition ffnuiu.i oj/i'-.-io. He 
had exercised t he power and ilischargod 
the duty given him by the statute. It is 
true his decision was sot aside upon ap- 
peal ; but that did not give him power to 
rehe.'ir tho petition and ho never did re- 
hear it. The facts alleged in tho declara- 
tion that ho had not and could not have 
jurisdiction to set aside tho writ on tho 
8th May, 1880.— Reg. r.s-. Justices West. 
Rid. 3-1, L. .1. ]Sle.; M2, Rex n-i. Jus- 
tices Middlesex !1, Dowe. ; 170, Irving r.n. 
Askew, L. It. ,S. i;). B.; 211, 0. M. R. 
Co. ^'. The learned counsel cited many 
more cases in behalf of tho demurrer. 

The Court overruled the demurrer, 

Mr. Drake moved for judgment. 

Mr. Johnson shewed cause and relied 
upon the verdict of the jury as being a 
verdict on the lat, 2nd, '/thandSth counts 
as no damages were given up to 16th May; 
$5000 damages after IGth May, and he 
moved to enter judgment for defendant 
on these counts. That this verdict was 
in accordance with tho judge's chargo at 
tho trial. That tho evidence showed rea- 
sonable and probable cause for the course 
taken by tho Bank. The learned counsel 
hero referred to Mr. Burns' affidavit aud 
Mr. Ritchie's evidence, contending that 
as to tho Neufeldor note tho Bank had 
not given up their claim to it till tho 16th 
of May, whon it was handed over to E. C. 
Noufeldfir, Moreover, pointing out that 
according to the Insolvent Act a discharge 
docs not take effect till confirmed by the 
Court. Mr. Johnson also vorj- fully 
alluded to the Boody note, contending 
that on it the Bank had an unsatisGud 
claim Bgaiiist Walker, and that the bill of 
sale relied ort by plaintiff was a qondition- 
al and not an absolute one, but at the 
trial evidence on this point was refused. 
After thu IGth of May shows conclusively 
that every stop taken by the Bank was 
solely a defence of their proceedings from 
that date. The learned counsel argued 
this point at great length, Ho further 
contontled thoro was no evidence to sus- 
tain the 5th and Gth, and that if so they 
were not actionaldo: and lastly there was 
no evidence whatevi;!' to sustain the 7th 
and 8th counts. 

Judgment was entered for plaintiff. 

Mr. Johnson ap|ilied for time to move 
for a new tri.al.
